No Chances With Dogs. 


Owners of dogs may be deprived of 


the privilege of the free delivery of 
their mail. 
If dogs are a little too 


frolicsome or show a disposition to be 
unfriendly with the letter carrier, he 
may take the postmaster into his con- 
fidence and the latter has the discretion 
to compel the owner of the dog to call 
at the postoffice for his mail. It is not 
necessary for the carrier to suffer the 
humiliation of separating himself from 
a part of his wearing apparel, but he 
may act upon 
apprehension. 
The 


neighborhood reputation of the dog 
under consideration is all the informa- 
tion which the department is required 
to obtain to guide official action. 
The regulation of the postoffice de- 


partment reads: "Carriers are not 
required to deliver mail at residences 
where vicious dogs are permitted to run 
at large. Persons keeping such dogs 
must call at the postoffice for their 
mail." 


Patrons by muzzling vicious dogs or 


by keeping them securely chained may 
be able to prevail upon the postmaster 
to have their mail delivered by carrier.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


A Pacillar Dint* Tbit Has

A disease known as- infantile par- 
•lysis has oeen emitting much trouble 
in various cities throughout the state, 
and especially among the northern 
towns, but thus far no cases have been 
heard of 
in Stevens Point. 
The 


symptoms are a sudden feverish con- 
dition, lasting but a short time, fol- 
lowed by serious after effects ; loss of 
control of the muscles and sometimes 
the sufferer is left a cripple for life. 
The risk of death is not great, but life- 
long helplessness, sometimes worse 
than death, is the child's fate. 


More than a month ago, Winona took 


action in favor of sprinkling of streets, 
alleys and sidewalks with the hope of 
destroying the disease germ carried in 
the dust. La Crosse followed the ex- 
ample. Minneapolis and St. Paul are 
disturbed by the number of cases re- 
ported and by medical opinion that the 
disease is contagious. 
Ashland and 


Antigo have been afflicted with the dis- 
ease and other cities north of Stevens 
Point are reporting cases of the disease 
in their limits. Montana children are 
said to be suffering and in Boston and 
other cities throughout the country 
similar conditions exist. 


Medical authority declares that there 


is no ground for panic, that the disease 
is an old one, and that it is probably 
not contagious. What it is caused by, 
und»jr what conditions it comps, how it 
can be cured or controlled, appear to 
be unsolved problems. 
The attention 


which has been called to it by the 
number of cases reported during the 
last two months may prove an added 
stimulus to the endeavor of earnest 
labratory workers who have compelled 
other mysterious diseases to reveal 
their secrets and have so greatly 
relieved the anxious fears of humanity. 
Where child life and child happiness 
are involved, the gratitude will be all 
the greater if some wise man of science 
penetrates the darkness which seems 
to surround infantile paralysis. 


What School Boys Should Know. 


The public school is intended to give 


the boy and girl of today the ground- 
work of an education. 
Every boy or 


girl who spends five or eight years in 
the public schools ought to come out 
with a practical knowledge of mathe- 
matics, United States history and the 
English language. No one would ex- 
pect them to be experts in any one of 
these branches, but they should be 
thorough in what they do know. They 
ought to be able to determine how 
many tons of hay there are in a stack, 
or how much a wagon load of corn will 
bring at 53 cents per bushel, and be 
able to write an intelligent letter to 
the local paper.

Tke Dairy Laws. 


I R. B. Southard, of Marshfield. a dep- 
uty dairy and food inspector, has been 
looking over matters in this county for 
some time and it will be well for our 
farmer friends and readers to be very 
careful to see that they comply with 
the law regulating the sanitary condi- 
tion of their milk and cream. Special 
attention is called to the laws passed 
by the last legislature, including- chap- 
ter 215. which especially provides that 
all utensils used in the handling of 
milk and cream shall be thoroughly 
cleansed after using, and that separ- 
ators and other utensils must not only 
be clean, but cannot be kept in barns 
where the odor will have an unsanitary 
effect. 
Arrests have already been 


made in this county and people fined 
because this law has not been complied 
with, but we believe it will be neceg- 
sary for The Gazette to simply call tfaf 
attention of its readers to the law as ft 
now stands upon the statute books to 
have them strictly live up to the same.

[Born Aug. 29, 1809; Died Oct. 7, 1894.] 


•Tcrywhere—as a practitioner, arlen- 
Uat, teacher. eMaytst, novelist, poet 
after dinner speaker, conversationalist 
and society man. When tbe famous 
Saturday Night club bad its monthly 
spreads, with such far shining ones 
as Emerson, Longfellow. Hawthorne. 
Agassis, Stunner and Whittler about 
the board. It was Lowell and Holmes 
who carried off tbe conversational hon- 
ors. Perhaps If our doctor-poet had 
not spread his glow over no many fields 
U would have been more Intense, but 
we are thankful for It as ft was. The 
divine spark was there, and that l* 
good for tbe ages, whether It gleams 
la many places or l» «•«. 


Holmes came In with that wonder- 


fol constellation of genta* that reach- 
ed the earth In 18(0, and was born on 
A«ff.

His father was a strait 
laced New England preacher of the 
old school, bvt his mother was tooch 
«d with the ImaatrJsR. the gntaltty 
and tbe culture tbat afterward charm- 
td the world. In her son. He took his 
ris* m OarnirMge, Mase^ so that he 
was not only Harvard bred, bat Har- 
rard horn, so to speak. Ht always 
Ore* ta Boston except for two jmn 
spent ta Paris studying medicine, la 


lantic and said that be would consent 
onlif on condition that Dr. Holmes 
became the chief contributor. The re- 
mit was The Autocrat of the Break- 
fast Table." which made Holme* and 
tbe magazine at once. When this se- 
ries of delightfml papers was started 
the author had ao very definite Idea 
how or when it would end. but mere- 
ly kept on writing as fancy led.

Apple Ginger Something That Will 


Be Appreciated — Cast 
Indian 


Sweet-Meat—Splced Grapes 


and Chill Sauce. 


Apple Ginger.—One quart of water, 


two pounds of granulated sugar. Boil 
until quite clear, add ten large, sour 
apples, chopped fine, and one-half 
pound preserved ginger, sliced. 
Cook 


until the consistency of marmelade, 
then pour in a tumbler and seal. 


Tomato Preserve.—Four pounds of 


ripe tomatoes, four pounds of sugar, 
one-half pound of preserved ginger 
and eight lemons. 
Peel the toma- 


toes, add the sugar, and let 
them 


stand over night. 
The next morning 


pour off the sirup and boil until it is 
quite clear. 
Skim, add the tomatoes, 


then the ginger cut fine, and the lem- 
ons, seeded and sliced. 
Cook slowly, 


and until the tomatoes ar clear and 
transparent. 
Pour in tumblers and 


seal. 


East 
India 
Sweet-Meat. — Seven 


pounds of hard winter pears, five 
pounds of sugar, one-half pound of 
Canton ginger, the rind and juice of 
three lemons. 
Slice the pears very 


thin and boil until tender in clear 
water, just covering the pears with 
water; then add the sugar, lemons 
and ginger. Cook until the sirup thick- 
ens and the sweet-meat has a rich, 
golden color. 


Spiced Grapes.—Use one peck of 


purple grapes. 
Boil the pulp and rub 


through a sieve; heat one and one- 
half pints of vinegar, add five pounds 
of sugar, then the pulp and skins of 
the grapes and two 
tablespoonfuls 


each of clove and cinnamon. Boil for 
one hour. 


Chili Sauce.—Thirty large red to- 


matoes, ten red peppers, seven onions, 
five tablespoonfuls of sugar, three ta- 
blespoonfuls of salt, six cupfuls of 
vinegar, one tablespoonful each of all- 
spice, cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg.

Numerous Waya In Which It May •«•

While you are wondering, Just MI 


•very 
housewife doe* these days, 


what in the world you are going to 
cook next that will be both appetizing 
and inexpen«lve, do you ever ifiink 
of rice—plain rice? 


There are so many ways one can 


use cold boiled rice. A favorite dish 
with the Italian housewife, and one 
that la well worth trying, for It is 
both economically and easily pre- 
pared, is called risotto. 
Cover the 


bottom of a well-buttered bake dish 
with finely chopped onion and 
put 


over It a thick layer of the cooked 
rice, then a layer of pimento, or sweet 
Spanish pepper, cut small. Then an- 
other layer of rice and a sprinkling 
of chopped onion. 
Cover with milk 


and bake slowly for an hour. Take 
out of the oven and sprinkle over the 
top half pound of grated cheese; bake 
for 15 minutes more, or until brown.

Many Million* of 
Produce Haul** 


Ovtr Country Roads of United 


States at Big Coat. 


There IB no difference among weH 


Informed people as to the coat of ha<? 
roadu; nor IB there any longer a quea 
tlon UK to where the burden of the 
cost IB mout severely felt. There are 
hauled over the country roads of the 
United State* every year 265,000,000 
tons of produce, equal to 30 per cent, 
of the railway tonnage of the country. 
The average haul from farm to rail- 
way is 9.4 raile» and the average cost 
per ton per mile IB between 23 and 25 
cents. In Germany over better roads 
the cost is ten cents per ton per mile 
at the maximum and seven cents per 
ton per mile at the minimum. 
The 


loss suffered by the American farmer 
and consumer, figured on the basis of 
the German wagon road toil, is Im- 
mense. If it were saved from year to 
year it would soon constitute a fund 
sufficient to improve all of the com- 
mon highways of the country. 


L. W. Page, who has collected m 


great deal of valuable information on 
this subject, and who talks about road 
improvement intelligently and reason- 
ably, is not among those who clamor 
for the federalization of the highways. 
On the contrary, be deplores the all 
too prevalent idea that nothing can be 
done in this country until the federal 
government puts its 
hand to 
the 


wheel, or its hand into its pocket. The 
states, in his opinion, should take the 
initiative, or, at least, prove 
their 


sincerity by setting an example for 
national government.

thrive in any The Australian variety 
has a thicker, more succulent leaf 
than the others. 


Besides the sections mentioned, 


there is one for industrial and me- 
dicinal plants, the section of fruit 
trees, and still another section de- 
voted to the various methods of re- 
production, whether by seed, graft- 
ing, or budding 


There are also two conservatories 


One of them is beautiful and almost 
new. 
The older one was awarded a 


premium in the Paris exposition of 
1S89, 
both for its artistic construc- 


tion and for the excellent arrange- 
ment for heating and ventilating its 
three divisions, which are kept at a 
temperature of 25 deg., 18 deg, and 
12 deg. respectively. The substan- 
ital building is an inheritance from 
the department of agriculture, which 
formerly 
occupied 
this 
plot of 


ground 
It contains the residence 


of the director, various offices, and 
a small museum 


Agricultural explorers who have 


visited the most famous botanical 
gardens of both the Old and 
the 


New Worlds have written of this 
one in words of highest praise and 
appreciation. 


Buenos Aires has reason to be 


proud of its botanical garden, not 
only because it is one of the richest 
and most varied in the world, but be- 
cause of the persistent effort made 
here to cultivate to the utmost the 
plants and trees indigenous to the 
country. 


is cooked and served in 
many -ways. 
The bark is 


made into casks and bar- 
rels As the tree sometimes 
has a diameter of more 
than a meter, one length of 
bark serves for a cask 


The paradise tree and the 


ceiba are great favorites, 
the former, on account of 
its rich purple flowers, the 
latter on account of its bril- 
liant red ones. This is said 
to have been the favorite 
tree of Rosas 


There is a beautiful large 


tree from Misiones, the cel- 
tis tala, 
whose 
delicate 


leaves are very like smilax, 
just a shade darker and

tree of the garden is the 
palo borracho (drunken stick), with a saape- 
less swelled trunk, covered with thorns, and 
having small, irregular branches 
it is, how-

vegetable silk 


In the Tierra del Fuego section, or subsec- 


tion, there is a most lovely araucaria. a fine 
dark green, except the tips of the branches, 
which are of a softer, lighter color

reallv seem a sort of developed thorn. 


Of all the Argentine trees, the ombu is the 


most remarkable, with its thick, soft bark, its 
spongy wood, its dense foliage, and long clus- 
ters of white blossoms

The section of acclimatization is very inter- 


esting. Here may be seen the result of assidu- 
ous efforts to cultivate various exotic as well 
indigenous plants. 
One very notable success 


has been that of the cultivation of the yerba 
mate of Paraguay. 
After a number of fruit- 


less efforts M. Thays succeeded by the follow- 
ing method: The seeds were placed In water 
almost boiling hot; every six hours the hot wa- 
ter was renewed. 
This was kept up for four 


days: then the seeds, three in number, were 
pressed out of their little sheath and planted 
In a special soil, covered to a certain depth 
and kept constantly moist 
Six months' time, 


and even a year in some instances, was need- 
ed for the sprouting. 
When the plants grew 


to be 2»& inches high they were placed in sep- 
arate pots, when 12 inches, they were planted 
In the garden, where some of them have now 
reached a height of 12 feet What is particular- 
ly promising i* that the seed from these plants 
will grow without any 
special 
preparation.

Of orchids there are some lovely specimens. 
The representative flora of tae Old World 


deserves extended space, Europe almost sug- 
gesting a World's fair, with here a bit of Spain 
or Italy, there of Norway, and still farther on 
a glimpse of Germany. Asia is not more in- 
teresting, but more unusual than Europe. 
There is, of course, the bamboo, with Its sug- 
gestion of marvelous tales, and from the north 
a bush covered with lovely white flowers, a 
sort of opirea. Among the Japanese trees is 
the ginkgo, with its small and graceful fan- 
shaped leaves.
